Showing,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of 
52  in  representations  to  which  the  stockholders  were  admitted, 
and  a total  increase  in  representations  of  81.  A decrease  of 
$3,029  85  in  receipts,  and  in  expenditures  proper  to  the  working 
of  the  house,  of  $262  78. 

Your  Board  has  the  satisfaction  of  stating,  that  out  of  the 
earnings  of  this  and  previous  years,  a sufficient  amount  was 
saved  to  enable  it  to  make  thorough  and  extensive  renewals  and 
refittings  of  the  furniture  and  other  appointments. 

The  interior  and  exterior  of  the  house  has  been  painted,  and 
such  other  repairs  have  been  made  as  were  rendered  necessary 
by  a constant  service  of  nearly  ten  years. 

New  and  valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  scenery, 
and  the  incumbrance  on  the  ground  has  been  reduced  by  the 
extinguishment  of  two  of  the  ground  rents,  at  a total  cost  for 
extraordinary  expenditures  of  $32,136  81,  viz: 

Renewal  and  repairs,  &c.,  - - $11,281  40

Extinguishing  two  ground  rents,  - 15,875  05

Fifteen  feet  of  the  lot  south  of  the  Academy  has  been  sold 
on  ground  rent  to  the  Horticultural  Society,  at  the  rent  of 
twenty-seven  dollars  per  foot ; this,  with  the  ten  feet  reserved 
by  us,  will  give  a clear  space  between  the  two  buildings  of 
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twenty  five  feet  in  its  narrowest  and  thirty-five  feet  in  its  widest 
part,  giving  ample  space  for  light  and  ventilation,  and  also 
making  it  safer  in  case  of  fire. 

There  is  still  remaining  on  the  ground  a debt  of  $40,600,  dis- 
tributed in  five  ground  rents.  It  is  hoped  that  the  future 
finances  of  the  corporation  will  justify  an  extinguishment  of  at 
least  one  of  these  ground  rents  annually. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Miss  Caroline  Richings 
and  Mr.  Peter  Richings,  for  five  weeks  of  English  Opera,  to  be 
given  during  the  coming  fall ; and  it  is  believed  that  the  suc- 
cessful inauguration  at  the  Academy  of  “English  Opera,”  for 
which  we  and  the  community  are  indebted  to  the  ability  and 
enterprise  of  Miss  Richings,  will,  together  with  expected  ar- 
rangements with  other  companies,  insure  a full  production  of 
operatic  and  other  representations.
